This application should be rejected for the reason given below. If the applicant 
wishes to comment thereon, the applicant is invited to submit a response within 
three months from the Mailing Date of this notice. 

REASON 

The recitation of the claims of the present application fails to satisfy the 
requirements of Japanese Patent Law, Article 36, Paragraph 6, Number 2 with regard to 
the points listed below. 

EXAMINER'S COMMENTS 

The claims recite £C event trigger 55 and "re-authorization trigger", but they are unclear 
as to what the triggers are, and the inventions cannot be clearly understood. 

(Paragraphs 0036 and 0037 in the specification [line 25 on page 8 to line 10 on 
page 9 of the English specification] do disclose definitions of event trigger and re- 
authorization trigger. However, it is unclear whether the "event trigger" and "re- 
authorization trigger 55 in the present application are limited to the definitions disclosed in 
paragraphs 0036 and 0037. Also, if they are not limited to the definitions disclosed in 
paragraphs 0036 and 0037, the definition of each trigger is unclear. It is also unclear what 
other events actually exist.) 

The applicant will be notified of new reasons for rejection if such reasons for 
rejection are found. 

If amendments are made, sufficient attention should be paid so as to avoid the 
addition of new matter. 
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
